WASHINGTON, May 1.—()- 
The loss of 498 men in the recent 
sinking of an American ship by | 
enemy action in the Mediterra- 
nean was announced today by the 
Army, the third major transport 
‘loss of life of the war. 

Whether the ship was attacked 
|by enemy submarine or planes | 
was not disclosed in the brief an- 
nouncement, which did not men- 
tion survivors or give the date of | 
the sinking.

Less than three months ago, the 
Army announced the loss of 1,000 
men on an Allied ship sunk by 
enemy action in European waters 
on an undisclosed date. On that 
occasion, approximately an equal 
number of soldiers was rescued. 

The first major transport dis- 
aster of the War was the loss of 
about 850 Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps officers and men early 
in Fecruary, 1943, when an enemy 
submarine sank two 
laden cargo ships in a North At- 
lantic convoy.

There 
were very few, though; less since 
January than ever before.” He 
emphasized that none of these 
had the approval of the union 
leadership. 

Cautioning against any kind of

said: “Above all, we emphasize

In N. Y. Ship Fire

_ During the first 24 hours, the 
13 most severe cases averaged

Greater Than 
Hannibal’s Elephants 


This friend of mine said, “I get tired of news- 
paper headlines. Always reading that 1,000 or 
2,000 or 3,000 planes swarmed over German ter- 
ritory. Same blame thing every day.” 


This was Sunday afternoon and I was in my hammock, I set- 
tled to a more comfortable position, took a firm hold on my glass 
of iced tea, and replied, in friendship: 


“That’s ignorance, if you will pardon me. When you read those 
headlines you are reading something that is new in history and 
in warfare. 


“They tell you that in April, which is expiring this evening, we 
have dropped an approximate 60,000 tons of bombs on German- 
held towns, railyards and fac tory centers.” 


“I still say they are monotonous,” he said. 


I know him well, and so I said to him that here he was. in 
America, privileged to sit in a safe place and peer over the shoulder 
at History as she wrote a new page in her book, and he was bored. 


“If you had been: living in the time when the Macedonian 
phalanx, with its ranks of spearmen 8 and 15 deep, were con- 
quering the world, you, would have written into the Macedonian 
Argus complaining about the monotony of the advance,” I said. 


“If you had been living at the time when the massed chariots 
of Darius were making clouds of dust to obscure the sun as they 
charged toward the foe, the sun glittering off their bladed wheels 
and from the helmets of the warriors; the earth shaking with their 
rolling thunder, you would have written a letter to the Darius Dart 
asking for better variety,” I told him. 

“If you had been at home in Carthage reading about Hannibal's 
elephant brigades, charging the enemy, trumpeting and mighty in 
their weight and fearful aspect, you’ would have denounced the 
editor of the Carthaginian Courier for his daily stories of the ad- 
vance of the elephants,” I hurled at him. 

“But when are we going to do something?” he asked. 

His wife called to him then, that it was time to go, and I arose 
and thanked her. After all, he is an old friend and I can talk so 


to him, ; 
IMPOSSIBLE TO VISUALIZE It simply is impossible to 

visualize what this day-and 
night assault on German territory means. 

We have learned that bombardment from the air will not drive 
men out of the ground. Only a direct hit will do that. Man may 
be puny and afraid, but he is a majestic sort of figure in war. He 
will endure a bombardment and come up from his trench to fire 
at the foe. 

But bombardment of cities, factories and rail centers is effec- 
tive. We learned early in the war that only concentrated, precision 
bombing could knock out a rail yard. We now do that in our huge 
daylight raids. 

The sheer weight of the bombs, falling day and night, is m- 
comprehensible. 

Sixty thousand tons—exploding. 

We dropped that many in April. ‘That is more bombs, I would 
guess, than the Germans have been able to deliver on England since 
the war began. It may be. twice as many bombs. 

I know that during the worst of the blitz on London that city 
got, in one 12-hour stretch, 450 tons of bombs. That was the hor- 
rible May 10, 1941. The Germans had begun casually to bomb Eng- 
land in August, 1940. In September they tried their great experi- 
ment of knocking England out of the war with daylight raids. They 
almost succeeded, but were beaten back by the Hurricanes and the 
few Spitfires of that day. 

It was spring before they reached the crescendo of their night 
raids. 

Those 450 tons shook London to its municipal heels. It killed 
hundreds of persons. It did enormous damage, leveling whole blocks, 


even acres, of buildings. 
This type of bombardment is much more 


ACTUAL INVASION 
effective than would be three or four 


divisions roaming behind the German lines in France, Holland and 
Belgium. 

That many divisions, even if but lightly Opposed, could not do 
as much daniage as is being done by the tremendous bombing raids. 

These things upset transportation. They will not halt it. But 
they will force long delays and they will slow it down, because of 
the necessity of switching around destroyed yards. 

They .will not wipe out production. Much of it is underground. 
Some factories are missed. Others are but slightly damaged. But 
many are smashed. Production definitely is off in Germany. 

More important, they hammer at the will to resist. 

The civilian life is upset, disturbed, tbroken. 

Soldiers at the front worry about home, families, and cannot help 
but note the new atmosphere, the slowing down of supplies. 

This is a new page in history—this form of battle is as impor- 
tant in its day as were the elephants of Hannibal, the phalanx of 
the Macedonians or the terrible chariots of Darius, 


They do make for a certain sameness in headlines, . but one 
may be sure in Germany there is no feeling of monotony, but in- 
stead one of growing dread, 

Any minute now, any day, any week... 

And the more we read of the 2,000, 3,000 planes over Germany 
the better that day is going to be.

May Day Is With Us; 
‘(D’ Da y Yet to Come 


Returning to harness after so long a sickness- 
imposed hiatus, it is somewhat startling to real- 
ize that “D” Day has not yet arrived. The 
strain of waiting for the invasion news is getting 

too intense. If, five weeks ago, anyone had forecast that. 1 could 
take those five weeks out of the routine and return to the job on 
May 1 with the strain of waiting still going on, intensifying, it would 
have sounded foolish.

Here it is the first of May, that day of so 


much significance in many European countries, and still the inva- 


sion has not begun. No wonder the people of London are going 
around with such evidence of taut nerves, no wonder, as it is re- 
ported, they fall into by no means polite arguments on slightest 
provocation. 


WAR OF NERVES We have heard now, foe years, of the im- 


portance of the “war of nerves.” That is 
the use of propaganda of all forms to get the enemy jittery before 
the actual fighting begins. It used to be the Germans who made 
use of the war of nerves, holding the world in nerve thrall as it 
wondered where the next blitz would strike. 

Now it is, presumably, our side which has the Germans nearly 
jumping out of their skins as they await the coming of the big 
invasion day. 

But I’m beginning to wonder whether the Allied war of nerves 
isn’t beginning to boomerang. If the Germans are any more nervous 
as the eventful day fails to arrive, day after day, than we are, they 
must be crazy. The strain is reaching the point where something, 
even our own ability to wait and to strive and to pray, must break 
soon. 

THE OBJECTIVE VIEW There is one advantage to be gained 

by the newspaperman who is laid 
low by pesky little germs and thus, perforce, stays away frdm the 
job for several weeks. That is, it gives opportunity to look at your 
own newspaper objectively. And your own work. You can lay 
back in bed, or sit in an easy chair, and spend the morning hours 
reading The Constitution, even to the classified ads of classifica. 
tions which normally are of no direct personal interest, and judge 
it, as a newspaper, much better than you can when you are directly 
engaged in the job of getting it out each day. 

You can see little points where it might be improvedeand you 
can get a valuation of the paper as a whole. 

And I've reached this conclusion. The Constitution is a won- 
derfully readable newspaper.

NEW YORK.—George Spelvin, 
American, went to a little meet- 
ing in his neighborhood the other 
night and heard a $50 lecturer, 
billed as an author, thinker and 
world traveler, promise that the 
good old days would never return, 
to this, our beloved VU.

The Facts About 
Montgomery Ward 


WASHINGTON.—So many conflicting state- 
ments have been made in the controversy over 
the Montgomery Ward-:case that the issues in- 
volved may seem to be complex and somewhat 
obscure, 

Obviously the case has been blown up out of all proportion to 
its true importance by the action of the company head, Mr. Sewell 
Avery, a hide-bound individualist, in forcing Attorney General 
Biddle to physically eject him from the property after the Chicago 
plant had been seized by _e government as a means of ss 
a threatened strike, 

Other plants have end seized by: the government before ioe 
the war started without anything approaching the same fuss and 
feathers. Some-:of the seizures have been aimed at unruly labor 
organizations, while others, as in the: present case, have been pre 
cipitated by the obstinacy of the plant management. 

Had Mr. Avery comported himgelf with a dignity in keeping 
with the great industrial organization he heads, the case might have 
heen settled in the courts, in accordance with the normal legal 
processes, and the incident- would have attracted little public at- 
tention, 

He chose to dramatize his antiquated rier however, by 
forcing the attorney general of the United States to eject him, feet 
first. Naturally, that was designed to make the headlines and to 
create a furore of dissension. 3 


-THE FACTS Divorced of all false coloring, the, basic facts in 


the case, as nearly as they may be simply stated, 
appear to be as follows: 

Last December the contract which the large mail order house 
had with the labor union representing the overwhelming majority 
of its 80,000 employes expired. Efforts were made by the union, 
a CIO affiliate, to negotiate a new contract, as prescribed under 
the Wagner Act. 

The company refused to negotiate, on the grounds, as Mr. Avery 
stated, that the labor organization no longer represented a ma- 
jority of its employes. He persisted in this view, although the CIO 
union, in an election held February 12, 1942, had been designated 
overwhelmingly as the collective bargaining agent for the Chicago 
plant workers. Since then theré have been no organizational at- 
tempts by any other labor union. to wean the workers away. 

When a strike was threatened over the impasse, the War Labor 
Board stepped in, as it has in numerous other cases. It asked Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. to extend the contracts with the union for 30 
days until a new election could be held among the employes: to de 
termine the authority of the labor organization to act as bargain 
ing agent. 

Avery flatly refused, charging that the: whole procedure was un- 
constitutional. He would have no one, the government or anyone 
else, telling him how to run his business. 

Rather than permit any work stoppage of the comoany, the 
President, acting on the recommendation of the War Labor Board, 
ordered seizure of the plant. 

An effort has been made fo have it appear that the gov ernment, 
in ordering the seizure, was going beyond the sphere of war activi- 
ties in taking over an organization’ not engaged in war praduction. 
We have the statement of such persons as Westbrook Pegler. for 
example, that ‘Montgomery Ward is not operating under govern- 
ment contracts for the production of war material but is a retail 
business selling homely domestic articles for civilian use.”

that is true. Attorney General 


Biddle in a legal opinion upholding the President’s right of seizure 
pointed out that one of the company’s subsidiaries, the Hummer 
Manufacturing Company, manufactures propellers, gun mounts and 
other accessories for military aircraft. He also recorded that Mont- 
gomery Ward had received priority ratings from the War Produc- 
tion Board for materials going into the production of essential farm 
equipment and other products necessary to the war effort. 

On that score there seems little ground for raising an issue. 

But whether the War Labor Board was right or wrong in its 
action, the big over-all fact is that its directive was issued with the 
authority of the government, and the effect of Mr. Avery's action 
has been t@ flout that authority. - 

If every head of a great industrial concern took the same atti- 
tude with respect to the efforts of the government to maintain an 
orderly relationship between management and labor. the result 
would be chaos. Whatever its faults, we cannot afford to have the 
authority of the War Labor Board repudiated in times like these. 
To do so would be to invite the complete collapse of the lines being 
maintained against inflation and general economic disorder. 

Whether Mr. Avery believed the authority of the War Labor 
Board was being properly exercised or not, it was his duty, as a 
patriotic American, to make his company amenable to that au- 
thority, at least until the question could be determined by the courts.

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Whenever anyone pets, handles, 
plays with or comes in close con- 
tact with a dog, he or she must 
invariably wash the hands with 
soap and water immediately aft- 
erward and before the hand un- 
consciously goes to the mouth. If 
this rule were always followed 
there would be little chance of 
children or others becoming in- 
fested with worms or contracting 
parasitic or fungus skin disease 
from dogs, cats or other pets.
